loaded  to  full  capacity,  you  might  hesitate 
to  believe  the  story,  however,  the  state- 
ment is  true. 

In  this  village  today  the  wholesale  and 
retail  nursery  business  is  doing  a tremen- 
dous volume  of  business.

and  Newark,  N.  Y.,  for  good  measure. 

Five  hundred  men  and  women  are  em- 
ployed a greater  part  of  the  time  in  this 
business  of  furnishing  trees  and  shrubs  to 
the  four  quarters  of  the  United  States  and 
other  countries  as  well.

Planting  Instructions 

CARE  OF  STOCK  ON  ARRIVAL.  The  best  I 

results  are  obtained  by  planting  all  stock  immediately  1 . 

on  arrival.  If  not  convenient  to  do  so,  open  the  bundles 
and  heel  the  roots  in  a well-drained  moist  piece  of  sandy 
ground.  Pack  the  earth  thoroughly  around  the  roots 
and  water  frequently  until  the  trees  are  planted. 

PRUNING  ROOTS  AND  TOPS.  All  broken  and 
mutilated  portions  of  roots  should  be  cut  off  so  as  to 
leave  smooth,  sound  ends.  Cut  back  one-half  of  the 
limb  growth  on  all  fruit  trees.  When  planting  ever- 
greens, prune  the  roots  only. 

SOIL  DRAINAGE.  AH  hollows  or  wet  places 
must  be  avoided  when  selecting  positions  for  planting. 

Well-drained  soil  is  absolutely  necessary. 

PLANTING.  Dig  the  holes  deep  enough  so  that 
the  trees  with  the  roots  spread  out  will  set  one  inch 
deeper  than  they  were  in  the  nursery  row  and  wide 
enough  to  admit  all  the  roots  without  twisting  them 
mt  of  their  natural  position.  One  person  should  hold 
le  tree  upright  while  another  fills  the  hole  about  one- 
ourth  with  rich,  moist,  pulverized  earth.  This  is 
packed  around  the  roots  thoroughly  and  a bucket  of 
water  put  in.  The  balance  of  the  hole  is  then  filled  and 
packed  firmly.  A mulch  of  straw  or  litter  is  then  placed 
around  the  tree  to  a depth  of  from  3 to  5 inches. 

WATERING  NEWLY  PLANTED  STOCK.  If  the  ground  is  dry,  the  stock  should 
be  watered  frequently  and  the  top  2 or  3 inches  of  the  soil  loosened  up  and  pulverized  to 
prevent  evaporation  of  moisture  from  the  soil  underneath  this  layer.  A mulch  01  stra 
grass  clippings  may  be  placed  around  the  trees  for  this  same  purpose. 

SHAPING  THE  TREES.  When  the  new  growth  starts  there  should  be  from  four  to 
five  limbs  allowed  to  grow  on  most  fruit  trees.  The  remaining  sprouts  should  be  removed 
as  they  start  growth.  After  these  new  branches  have  grown  out  from  1 to  2 feet,  the  ends 
should  be  pinched  off  and  they  will  be  forced  to  branch  again.  This  should  be  done  several 
times  during  the  first  summer  until  well  shaped  heads  have  been  formed.  Evergreen  trees 
should  be  allowed  to  branch  close  to  the  ground  and  kept  headed  back  occasionally. 

CULTIVATION.  The  soil  should  be  kept  loosened  up  for  a depth  of  from  2 to  3 
inches  around  newly  planted  trees  during  the  first  summer.  This  should  be  done  fre- 
quently as  it  prevents  the  soil  underneath  from  drying  out.  Where  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  the  soil  cultivated,  a mulch  of  straw  or  long  manure  4 or  5 inches  deep  should  be 
employed. 

TRIMMING  SHRUBBERY.  From  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  top  of  newly  planted 
shrubbery  should  be  removed  unless  the  planting  is  done  in  the  fall,  when  the  trimming 
should  be  deferred  until  early  in  the  following  spring. 

PROTECTION  DURING  WINTER  MONTHS.  The  more  delicate  varieties  require 
; some  winter  protection.  This  is  secured  by  placing  a mulch  about  2 inches  deep  around 
the  plants  after  the  ground  has  become  frozen.  This  prevents  the  alternate  freezing  and 
thawing  which  breaks  off  the  more  delicate  roots  just  below  the  frost  line.

Thorough  preparation  of  the  soil  before  planting  is  just  as  important  with  the  Raspberry  as  with 
other  fruits.  Planting  in  rows  and  then  restricting  the  plants  to  hills  is  the  usual  method.  The  rows 
should  be  from  four  to,  six  feet  apart  and  the  plants  four  to  five  feet  apart  in  the  rows.  Clean  culti- 
vation is  important  because  if  the  plants  become  choked  with  grass  or  weeds,  it  will  check  their 
growth  and  not  only  the  fruiting  canes  will  suffer  for  moisture,  but  those  intended  for  the  next 
season’s  crop. 

It  is  not  advisable  to  plant  too  deeply  and  at  the  same  time  of  planting,  cut  the  canes  down  close 
to  the  surface  of  the  soil,  as  the  entire  forces  of  the  plants  are  required  the  first  season  to  produce 
canes  if  anything  like  a crop  of  fruit  is  expected  the  next. 

Very  little  pruning  is  necessary  with  the  Raspberry  except  to  go  over  the  plantation  after  fruiting 
and  cut  close  to  the  ground  all  of  the  old  and  weak  canes.  Some  growers  believe,  however,  that 
the  bearing  canes  should  be  pruned  in  the  Spring,  heading  back  the  leading  shoots  and  shortening  the 
lateral  ones.  They  claim  that  when  pruned  in  this  manner,  the  fruit  will  be  larger  and  the  plant  will 
yield  as  many  quarts  as  though  the  canes  were  left  their  full  length.
